The wailing quieted as sudden 
iv as it had begun, the hearses were driven 
iLway; the mourners seattered and the J’res- 
ident Lincoln caat off. Strange to say, not 
a singie mourner accompanied the gruesome 
Cargo, 

The facet that no native 
those caskets probably escaped the atten- 
tion of the parsenxzers as they speculated 
upon the meaning of the strange conalgn- 
nent reposing in the hold below them; but 
it did not escape the attention of one Iin- 
qguisitive Joho W. Waite who chanced to be 
aboard the vessel en route to San Franci«- 
co from an Oriental mission. This Waite, 
it happened, was an operative of the Unit- 
ed States Secret Service and it was his busi- 
ness to be curious. Hair-trigger suspicions 
end inquisitiveness were his stock in trade. 

To Waite, the fact that 12 dead Chinese 
were being taken at one time from their 
native land for burial elsewhere was an 
extraordinary circumstance. To others that 
fact perhaps was not a cause for suspicion, 
Obtain- 
ing permission, shortly after the vessel 
satled from port, Waite began a svyatematic 
inspection of the entire ship. In the hold 
he came upon the 12 coffins, neatly ar- 
ranged side by side. All'12 were § con- 
signed to one undertaker in Honolulu. 


S HE was looking over the Chines: 
A\ ciaracters which adorned each of 


the 12 coffins, he was aware of peer-

ing eyes from several of the Chi- 
nese freight hustlers on board. That was 
significant. If he had been suspicious 


at the Outset, he was doubly suspictous 
now, The mystery began to clear. up. 
It looked like smugeling. He decided that 
possibly, inatead of corpses, the cof- 
fins contained oplum or Chinese liquor, 
but still there was a lot to learn. Passing 
from vpe compartment tuo another, he quick- 
ly made up his mind to ascertain exactly 
what the contents were. 

Waite knew that if opium or liquor was 
being carried in the coffins, it would be ex- 
tracted during the first night at sea and 
Btowed away in various hiding places 
arcund the boat. That evening he managed 
to hide among the freight in a position 
where he could see just what would hap- 
pen without being seen himself. 

It was a long vigil but was well reward- 
ed. Promptly at the sound of eight bells 
a Chinese freight hand appeared. The 
Oriental looked furtively about, made 
sure no one was in the compartment 
but himself, then went [nto action 
From his pocket he drew aio acrew 
driver.

Waite bided hiz time. The 12 Chi- 
nese assisted in replacing the lids of the 
coffins, and then all went out with the 


frejaht hand into another compartment. 

So that was the lay of the land, Walte 
thought. Twelve Chinese, amuxzeled tnto 
the hold of the President Lincoln. Watte 
knew that he coyld not with any degree 
of accuracy pick out the 12 because there 
were so many Chinese aboard. He decided 
to awalt developments. 


T HONOLULU, he waa almost certain, 
Ate 12 would again enter their 

coffins and be carried ashore, where 
they would mingle with those of their 
race, tbe wpieceg in the care of a 
branch of a smugerling organization, and 
later, one by one, or two by two, 
would find their illegal way tnto the Unit- 
ed States. 

Eleven days later the President Lincoln 
steamed into port at Honolulu. As had 
been prearranged, Waite, the night before 
the vessel made port, again secreted him- 
self in the hold. He was rewarded be gee- 
ing the 12 Chinese enter the coffins, as he 
had divined, to be carried off the boat with- 
in a few hours. 

In compliance with instructions from the 
Captain of the vessel, the coffins were the 
last bit of freight to be removed from the 
hold of the vessel, and while the ‘corpses’ 
were waiting for transfer, customs officials 
and immigration officials at Honolulu were 
informed of the proceedings. They aa- 
sembled their forces and when the coffins 
were unloaded they were taken into a 
freight room and 12 badly scared Chinese 
were put in irons. They were Jater re- 
turned to their native land after being giv- 
en a warning that to be caught again tn 
such a deal would mean drastic punish- 
ment. : 

In the matter of illegal entry into the 
United States, this was, according to tmmi- 
gration offictale, one of the boldest plans 
ever discovered in the history of allen smux- 
gling--a plan which told only too well of 
the desperate chances which Orientals wili 
take to gain entry into the United States. 

Commissioner of Immigration John D. 
Nagle of the port of San Francisco is au- 
thority for the statement that thousanda 
of Chinese enter this country tllegally each 
year, and while a large majority of them 
first land ip Pacific Coast ports other than 
San Francisco, the large majority soon find 
their way to that city or Los Angeles 

Many are the schemes employed by rings 
of professional, smugglera having 
headquarters in China and their accom.

Under the law, the children of an Ameri- 
ean-born Chinese, even if these children are 
born in China or in Borneo. are entitled to 
entry, They are considered Ainerican eitt- 
sens, as are their fathers. One may be born 
in Ciiina and of Chinese parents, live all his 
life in China and yet be considered = an 
American citizen, and entitled to come to 
the United States at will, If he can prove 
his parentage. If he has children of his own 
in China, the children are considered alien 
Chinese and not subject to entry. 

Every trans-Vacific boat brinxs to San 
Francisco many young Chinese who claim 
the right to enter because their fathers were 
born in this country. According to their 
claims, the father was born in America, re- 
turned to his native land and reared a fain- 
lly. This ruse ts employed often because 


it is a widely known fact that American- * 


born Chinese make a general practice of re 
turning to China for wives. The man of the 
family spends nrast of his time in Califor- 
nia, but returns at intervals to China to 
look after his family duties. This practice 
has resulted in thousands of Chinese be- 
ing brought [nto the port of San Francts- 
co under the guise of belng sons of Ameri- 
can Chinese. 


HROUGH the exchange of letters or 
possibly through a visit of a Cal- 
ifornia Chinese to China, a young 
Oriental who desires to come to Amer- 
ica is coached so that he may get by the 
immigration officials. He ia asked a 
large number of questions concerning his 
home town, his parentage and his relatives, 
and similar questions are asked of the 
boy’s supposed father. The two are ques- 
tioned separately and not allowed to have 
attorneys or other representatives at the 
hearing. If the stories tally, the youth 
is usually admitted, although his story may 
be made out of thin air. If he gets in, he 
is in duty bound to send back to China, to 
the smuggling ring, anywhere from $500 
to $1500 in the course of time. Sometimes, 
through the records, the authorities learn 
that the alleged father was not in China 
nine months before the birth of the boy, in 
which case he is looked up and is promptls 
deported. 

Each time a Chinese makes up his mind 
to return to his native land, he informs the 
local immigration officials. This is done 
in order to facilitate his entry to this coun- 
try when he returns, and it is through such 
records that many {llega} attempts to enter 
San Francisco are thwarted. 

In the old days when the immigration 
station was located near the United States 
mail docks, it was a habit for Chinese of 
San Franciteco, when they knew there were 
smuggled Chinese aboard a ship, to stand 
In the street underneath the window where 
the new arrivals were detained at the bar- 
racks, and call up to them hints and in- 
structions for getting by the examiners. This 
ls one reason why the immigration etation

native Chinese, to exchange places” with 


one who is getting old and wishes to return 
to his native land to die. 

A Chinese will come to San Francisco 
on a boat as a meniber of the crew. He 
obtains shore leave and then when tlime 
comes for his boat to sail) again, he is back 
on the job. But, to a close observer, this 
Oriental has probably aged some 30 or 40 
years. It is a good ruse because, to the 
Occidental, it is almost impossible to es- 


timate the age of a Chinese. Some who 
inay be in the neighborhood of 309 years 


of age have the appearance of heinzg 60, 
and some who may be 60 or thereabouts 
have every appearance of being the same 
age as the youthful one. 

In coming into 8an Francisco from the 
Orlent, Nagle says, it ie fairly easy to stow 
the Chinese away in the different parts 
of a boat. However, it is less easy for 
them to land after they get here. Any 
steamship company is subject to a heavy 
fine if any of ita Orlental crew or helpers 
land without permission, 

Those who wish to smuggle into the 
country do not have to hide while aboard 
ship for the reason that almost every trans- 
Pacific vessel carries a large number of 
Chinese tn its crew and the stowaways min- 
gle freely with the crew. And since there is 
a strong resemblance among Chinese to the 
Casual observer, the stowaways are uD- 
detected until such time as they at- 
tempt to land. 

Aboard each boat at the head of the 
crew is what ia called a “‘Padrone” or the 
“No. 1 Boy.’ Usually he knows whether 
there are any stowaways aboard, and 
usually he says nothing about it for the 
reason that his palin is well greased by the 
smuggling syndicate in China when the 
stowaways are placed aboard. He nelther 
sees nor hears anything, and alwaya he “no 
savvys'' if he ia questioned about the matter. 

Before docking in San Francisco, the 
stowaways will hide themaelves itn various 
parts of the ship; among the freight, tn 
containers of various kinds, and several! ves- 
sels coming into San Francisco have been 
found to have Chinese concealed behind se- 
cret paneis in the ceilings below decks, in 
the walle, and even in the flooring. Down 
in the hold, behind the cargo, in the life- 
boats, under piles of canvas and jn every 
conceivable spot, they hide. 

Their fellow countrymen In the crew help 
to keep them out of sight of the immigra- 
tion inspectors. Sometimes when suspicion 
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is directed agains: a vessei, the searelhing 
and guardine ix continued for many dava 
On auch stowaways have a 
hard time and there have been known cases 
where Chinese have died in thelr hiding 
rather ‘than come out and be 
discovered. 

Only a few weeks ago 12 Chinese in an 
exhausted condition were fished out of a 
steel tank aboard a ship at San Francisco.

They had remained in their hiding place 
for severaj days. Many of them were 
in a serious condition from lack of food 


end water and all were more or less ema- 
Clated, 

Recently it was discovered that a new 
plan had been adopted by tlre stowaways 
upon entering San Francisco bay. Every 
Chinese who comes to America with the in- 
tention of illegal entry is peralded to ac- 
complices in this country and those who are 
in the employ of the smuggling syndicate 
are ready to meet their charges. 


Arrival of a vessel from the Orient re- 
cently disclosed the fact that a fast gasoline 
launch was hovering in a cove near Alca- 
traz Island. After all red tape had been 
gone through with by the immigration of- 
ficials, the boat lay to for the night. 


While one of the Chinese crew of the 
vessel distracted the attention of the watch- 
man on the boat, eight Chinamen stealthily 
crept to the rail, slid overboard down a 
rope, dropped into the gasoline launch and 
were whisked over to one of the many 
wharves in San Francisco. Once in the city 
they were rushed into Chinatown and there 
loat sight of as they, like thousands of 
others, were given every protection by 
their countrymen. 


for those Chinese who wished to 
enter the United States illegally to ship 
Arriving there, they would 
be taken aboard small vessels and then 
north into Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Usually ‘they were packed like 
sardines in the hold of the boat. Many 
are known to have died from starvation. 

It is a known fact that one smuggler, 
upon taking his charges into his boat, tied 
each one securely hand and foot. At the 
man’s back was attached a 100-pound pig 
of iron or lead. The poor Oriental belleved 
this was the regular procedure, and so it 
was with this smuggler. He believed tn 
safety first, and from some of his friends 
who were caught and Imprisoned it was 
learned that thie viclous old smuggler had 
adopted this precaution so that if he was 
chased by Government boats and waa ahout 
to be caught, he could easily destroy the 
evidence by quietly dropping each one of his 
charges Into the ocean. They would never 
be able to give evidence against him. It Is 
not known for certain how many persons 
died in this manner, but Government offi- 
clals believe several met their fate. 

While many Orientals prefer to smuggle 
into Los Angeles, the large majority of 
them prefer San Francisco because of its 
immense Chinese settlement. 

Chinamen who smuggle into San Fran- 
cisco from the Mexican border undergo the 
severest of hardships. Not long ago half a

dozen were discovered at Santa Barbara 
packed into a special covipartment built for 
the purpose under an automobile. They 
were on their way to San Francisco and 
when taken from their hiding place were 
so weak from being cramped up without 
food or water that they all had to be taken 
to the hospital. 

Each Chinese in San Francisco or else- 
where who enters legally has certain cre. 
dentials. If this man dies, his credentials 
many times are passed on to one who bas 
entered illegally, and the latter ts safe for 
ill time, unleas he be a well known mer- 
shant or a prominent Tong man. 

The man who enters the United States 
illegally does so at a cost to himself of 
from $500 to $1500. The syndicate price 
is usually $1000, and it is collected in the 
following manner: 


™ HANG LEE, for instance, living in 
C Shanghai, decides to come to San Fran- 
cisco. He communicates with friends, 

who communicate with the smuggling syndi- 
cate. He is then first thoroughly investigat- 
ed as to his honesty and rellability. If he 
measures up to the requirement, he is made 
to sign a number of papers which make him 
responatble to pay back the smuggling fee 
after he gets into San Francisco. If he ls 
suceeasful in entering the port, he is im- 
mediately placed In charge of a member of 
the syndicate in San Francisco who gets & 
job for him and who, at the same time, re- 
quires the employer, always an Oriental in 
such cases, to sign over the victim's pay to 
barely 


such an amount that he is left 
enough to exist upon. 
Although the man faces years of little 


more than elavery, and many times ap @t- 
tire lifetime of servitude, he does not grum- 
ble but willingly goes about his effort to 
gain freedom itn America. 

Chinese are, in the main, inherently hon- 
est, and the smuggling syndicate takes Iit- 
tle or no chance in trusting its victims, 
first. because they are thoroughly lovestl- 
gated as to the moral risk previously, and 
second, for the reason that the syndicate 
has its ramJffications in every large Pacific 
Coast city, and the victim Is. besides being 
really a siave to his ‘benefactors, constant 
ly under a system of espionage which would 
result in an untimely end should he de 
sire to break his chains 


OT long ago a clever device for smug- 
N giing Chinese into San Francisco was 


discovered at Freeno, 250 = iniles 
south. 

A box car, apparently loaded with 
bales of hay, had been consigned from 
San Diego to San Francisco. At se¥ 
eral stopping points along the line of 
travel inspectors attempted to peer inte 
the car through the small end door. 


They were unable to open the door for 
the reason that the ‘hay’ was packed #0 
tightly against it. The side doors of the 
car were opened but presented a mass of 
solidly packed bales. 

During the firat few legs of the journey, 
nothing was discovered. However, at #7® 
no. an inspector, after opening the side d00r 
of the car, was met with an oder whieh 
was decidedly Ortental in volume #n¢ 
flavor. He tried both end doors but found 
the “hay’’ packed against them. Certain 
that h# nose was not deceiving him, the 
inspector gave orders that the baled hay 
be removed from the car. This was done, 
and the ruse exposed. While the contef @ 
the car was well loaded clear to the roof, # 
either end was a space large enough (@ 
twelve Chinese to enjoy themselves 
they joked about the manner in which tney 
were fooling the Government.

This tract, upon which the original sod- 
covered prairie home once stood, now lies 
near the center of the farm. He haa bought 
land on al! sides. Both he and Mrs. Scholl- 
meyer, formerly Edith Richter, came to Ne- 
braska from Wisconsin in their youth and 
lived with their parents on adjoining farmea 
Schollmeyer is 61 and his wife 10 years 
his junior. They were married in 1893 
and since then have lived on the farm they 
now occupy. About 20 years ago the old 
‘“‘soddy'’ waa replaced by a commodious 
frame home and modern berns have re- 
placed the old-fashioned straw shelters and 
wind breaks which fin earlier days afforded 
the only means of protection for the live- 
stock. Almost yearly, improvements have 
been added unti)] the place is now almost a 
model from the point of view of efficiency 
and convenience. A well and reservoir on 
high ground supply running water in the 
house and feed lots. A mill for grinding 
corn and other grain is found in a large 
granary. Crope are planned with close at- 
tention to the needs of the soil and all by- 
products of stock feeding are utilized to 
make the acreage produce at maximum 
capacity. 


NE unalterable rule of the 
6 Scholimeyer farm is to sell no 
grain from the place. The prac- 
tice of selling grain from the fields; the 
owner beileves, only robs and impoverishes 
the land Accordingly, he feeds it all to 
cattle or hogs, giving back to the land, in the 
form of waste and fertilizer, what the grow- 
ing crops take out of the ground. Scholl- 
meyer is locally noted for the manner to 
which he keeps hia land in high productive 
state and frequentiy other farmers and farm 
agents visit his tract to observe and learn 
modern methods of handling farm problems. 
Corn is his principal crop as corn fe the 
principal crop over most of the state Last 
sear was a bad season but his place pro- 
duced 2600 buehels as well as about 3009 
bushels of oate affd 2000 bushels of rye 
Wheat is scarcely grown at all, but alfaifa 
and prairie hay are major crops. The Scholl- 
meyers usually devote about 80 acres to 
aifaifa and some 400 acres to meadows. 
About $10,000 a year is derived from the 
stock and produce of the place and most of 
this is quickly invested in more acreage. 
Just what amusements and recreation the 
Nebraska prairies might supply to win an 
argument over the city’s lure is not qnite 
Clear until one sees the residents of the 
countryside assembled at their play. They 
have their fun and plenty of it. They enjoy 
card games and dancing just the same as 
city families do and they have as much of 
both as the average city family. There tes 
plenty of automotive equipment on the farm 
to answer the needs of the younger genera- 
tion and a trip to a picture show or a dance 
is merely @ matter of driving 20 or 35 miles 
to town, but let it be understood that a rest- 
dent of the Nebraska prairies thinks nothing 
of 25 miles. In severe weather when cold 
stands in the way of such journeys there is 
much visiting among the neighbors.

HESE are some of the views 
TL exoresn by Judge Harry 
A. Lewis, white-haired and 
pard-botied divorce Justice of Chi- 


cago’s Superior Court, who stirred up 
a protracted coutroversy in the Windy 
City recently by denying a young 
divorcee’s Claim for alimony and 
then following up his ruline with 
an eve-opening tirade against the ac- 
customed practice of ‘‘making an ex- 
husband continue to support a wom- 
an for no other reason than that she 
used to be his wife.” 

This practice is simply one of the 
many ruts in the present divorce sya- 
tem, he asserts, and Judge Harry A. 
Lewis is not the sort of vehicle that 
follows ruts. He follows no cut-and- 
dried precedents. He thinks for him- 
self, says what he thinks, and is pret- 
ty likely to sav it just as soon as he 
To find this out the ob- 


thinks it. 
server need only sit in his court 
awhile and note his reactions to the 


hackneyed allegations and perfunc- 
tory recitals of “evidence” that come 
before him all day lone. His deci- 
sions are anything but hackneyed and 


perfunctory. Aithough he grants any- 
where from 3000 to 4600 divorces a 
year, his court is probably the scene 


of more psets than any other dis:orce 
tribunal in the country. And he is a 
terror for divorce lawyers who hope 
to get their clients through with only 
stereotyped outlines of a case in hand. 
If there is a weak spot he is pretty 
sure to find it. and when he finds it, 
he treats the case as nearly in the way 
he thinks it déserves aa the restrictions 
ofthe law will Jet him. Consequently, 
divorce lawyers ‘‘fight shy’ of hia 
court and do their best to get a hear- 
ing before another Judge. Nobody 
can tell what he is going to do.

“Not long ago I heard a case in 
Which the woman, suing op grounds 
of crucity-—as most of them do— 
wanted $10 a week alimony. Her 
husband was earning $175 a month. 
The $10 a week alimony would have 
left him with about $130 a month 
and probably would have kept him 
from marrying again it be wished to 
do so. Yet this woman was healthy, 
had no children, and was earning $1 
a week herself. Now where was there 
any justification for such a claim? | 
refused it. And I also announced 
that I would continue to réfuse such 
Claims in the future. That is how the 
controversy started. 

“Another deplorable avenne of 
abuse of the divorce laws,"’ he con- 
tinued, “is the recognition of ‘cruel- 
ty as grounds for a decree. I don't 
suppose if could be eliminated entire- 
ly without working a hardship on a 
few innocent persons, but some rem- 
edy should be found to stop its abuse. 
1 am convinced that an appalling per- 
centage of cruelty cases are ‘framed.’ 
but what is the Judge to do? The 
husband seidom offers a defense, so 
how is the Court to tell when perjury 
is being committed? The way it is 
now, a man can bring his wife to Chi- 
cago from any state in the Union, slap 
her face a time or two and furnish 
her with grounds for a speedy divorce 
on grounds of cruelty. It is not even 
necessary to establish aie residence 
other than the formality ef registering 
ata hotel. They get their divorce ina 
day or two and go on their separate 
ways. I belleve they should be made 
to wait a year after their separation 
in crueity cases. That would give the 
courts time to find out whether collu- 
sion were being practiced.

edy for the divorce situation as a 
whole probably ties tn the tightentne 
up of marriage laws rather than in 
cutting down the recognized grounds 
divorce, but this cruelty charge 
should be subjected to rigid investiga- 
It makes the law a joke.”
